Cabbage requires deep, rich. mellow soil, high manuring and good culture to obtain 
fine, solid heads. For early use sow seeds of the early kinds in the hot-bed or ina box in 
the house the last of January or early in February, and transplant in the open ground in 
April, in rows 2 feet apart and 18 inches in the row; or sow a bed of seed outside as soon 
as the soil can be worked. Transplant in about 4 weeks. For second early cabbage, sow 
in April, and transplant in May. For late cabbage, sow in May, and transplant in July, 
in rows 8 feet apart and 2 feet in the row. In transplanting it is important that plants be 
set down to the first leaf, sy that the stem may not be injured in case of frost. Be careful 
not to cover the heart of the plant. Hoe every week and stir the earth deep. As they ad- 
vance in growth draw a little earth to the plants until they begin to head. To prevent 
splitting or bursting go frequently over the ground and start every cabbage that appears 
about to mature, by pushing them over sideways, which breaks some of the roots and 
checks its growth. To prevent attacks of Cabbage Fly on small plants, dust thoroughly 
with plaster, air-slacked lime or wood ashes. For Cabbage Worm try Slug Shot; (see

CELERY CULTURE Celery can be successfully grown with but little 
 —fabor, ina good garden soil, by using plenty of well 
rotted manure with a liberal sprinkling of coarse salt worked into it, and 
this mixture should be put into the trenches, working it well into the soil, 
at least two weeks before the plants are transplanted into them. Itdelights, 
however, in low, moist, rich bottom land, or well drained muck soil. It is 
usually grown as a second-crop. 


GROWING THE PLANTS It is not necessary to sow the seeds in a hot- 
bed or cold frame, as it is apt to run to seed if 
started too soon, but sow in the open ground as soon as it is fit to work in 
April, and an additional sowing or two between this date and May first, will 
insure a plentiful supply of good plants. Sow in rowsso that it can be kept 
free from weeds. Prepare the soil well and cover the seed yery shallow and 
firm the soil well after sowing; also keep very moist until the seed germi- 
nates. Aftercoming up the plants should be partially shaded for a week or 
ten days, and see that the soil does not get too dry. To insure good ‘‘stocky’’ 
plants, the tops should be cut back, to say within two inches of the crown, 
when about four inches high. 


TRANSPLANTING The evening is the best time, and especially ifaitera 
shower; otherwise give them a good watering and 
you will lose but very few plants. Remember that it is essential that the 
soil be pressed firmly about each plant when set out, especially if done ina 
dry time; the old method of setting in deep trenches is a thing of the past. 
Some of our most successful growers set on the level surface, while others 
prefer a broad, shallow trench, only three or four inches deep. These 
trenches should be at least three feet apart-for the dwarf, and not less than 
four feet for the larger sorts ; set plants in single rows not over six inches 
apart in the trench. Transplanting is done about the middle of June for 
the first early, and as late as the middle of August for the latest. Keep well 
cultivated, and in about six week ‘‘ handling’”’ should begin (never do this 
when wet from rain or dew). This is done to make thecelery grow upright. 
The soil is drawn to the row from each side with an ordinary hoe. Now 
_take all the leaves of the plant in one hand and with the other draw the soil 
around it, pressing firmly, being careful that no soil gets between the leaves, 
as it is apt to cause rust, or rot the plant. In about two weeks, or as often 
é as it is necessary to keep the leaves in an upright position, more soil should 
Ly yy . be drawn to the row. For fuller and more complete directions send for our

The Egg Plant should be more generally grown, for when well 
grown and properly cooked is a most delicious vegetable. The seeds 
germinate slowly aud should be started in flats or boxes in a strong, 
uniform heat, and kept constantly growing, because the young 
plants seldom recover if checked in their growth. Sow seed in hot- 
beds or warm greenhouse in March or early April; if no hot-bed is. 
at hand they may be grown in any light room where the temperature: 
will average 75 degrees. When plants are two inches high, or have: 
formed two rough leaves, transplant them in beds 3 or 4 inches apart. 
Keep the bed closed and very warm, shading from the direct rays of 
the sun, giving an abundance of water until the ground is warm and 
all danger from frost and cold nights is past, then harden the plants 
by gradual exposure to the sun and air, and increase the supply of 
water; transplant to the open ground late in May or June into warm, 
rich soil, 2 or 3 feet apart each Way, according to the richness of the 
soil. When about a foot high draw the earth up to the stems. Care 
should be used in cutting the fruit so as not to disturb the roots of 
the plants.

Put 
down a thin layer and pound it down hard, and so on until the bed is 12 to 18 inches thick. 
It soon becomes pretty hot, but let the heat recede until it is only 85 or 90 degrees. Then 
make holes, say a foot apart, and put in the spawn, two or three pieces as large as a walnut 
to each hole.’ Cover the holes and press the soil solid and smooth. Let the bed remain in 
this condition about 12 days; then cover the bed with two inches of fresh loam, and over this 
put 4 or 5 inches of hay or straw, and the work isdone. If the temperature is right, in 6 
or 8 weeks you may expect Mushrooms. The beds will continue bearing from 20 to 30 days. 
After the first crop is gathered, spread over the bed an inch of fresh soil moistened with * 
warm water, and cover with hay as before. The main conditions in Mushroom growing are 
proper and uniform temperature and very rich soil..

Itis best 
‘to make late planting on sandy soil as there is some danger of mildew 
sat this season when planted on heavy land. They should be kept clean 
‘with the cultivator or hoe, and earthed up twice during growth.

For very early fruit the seed should be sown in a hot-bed about the 
first week in March in drills 5 inches apart and half inch deep. Later 
sowings may be made until the last of April. Sufficient plants for a 
small garden may be started by sowing a few seed in a shallow box or 
flower pot and placing in a window in the house. When the plants are 
3 or 4 inches high they should be set out 4 or 5 inches apart in another 
hot-bed or cold frame, or removed into small pots, allowing a single 

lant toa pot. Expose to the air as much as possible to harden. Water 
rene at time of transplanting, and shelter from the sun a few days un- 
til the plants are established. Cultivate thoroughly as long as yines 
will permit, but the last two or three workings should be very shallow 
{surface cultivation) or the crop may be badly injured, especially if the 
cultivator is run too near the plants. Tomatoes will admit of training 
to stakes or trellises, and the fruit is very much improved, not only in 
appearance but in quality. This mode of cultivation is quite common 
among gardeners who grow for early market. The usual method is to 
set one strong plant to a stake 5 to 7 feet high, tying the plants up with 
wool or other strong, soft twine, pruning out quite freely as vines ad- 
vance in growth. By this method plants may be set much closer than 
in the ordinary way.

FoR PURPOSES. 


If sown at the right time, on properly prepared soil and in proper quantity will produce a thing of beauty. 


The first condition of success in securing a good lawn isa due regard 
to the relation between soil, situation and climate on the one side, and 
the different varieties of grasses on the other. As every grass has its own 
peculiar habitat, the whole subject resolves itself into two questions. 

First what varieties are suitable for lawns and at the same time, adap- 
ed to the condition and situation. Second soil and climate. Each of 
which every one will have to solve in part for himself, our mission being 
to point the way and offer suggestions, yours to execute. 

In making a new lawn, the soil should be carefully cultivated to the 
depth of about one foot, carefully graded to the desired level and well 
rolled, after which a light raking will prepare it properly for the recep- 
tion of the seed. ‘the soil should be good but not to rich, as the grass 
is apt to grow over rank in such soil. The ground may be prepared as 
early in the spring as it is possible to work the same, or, what would be 
better, prepare in the fall and the seed sown in the spring as early as the 
ground can be got in good order. Never sow oats or other grain as @ nurse 
crop for lawn grass. Strong growing plants use up the fertility and mois- 
ture that should be conserved for the tender grass plants. 

When the grass is ready for its first cutting, give the lawn a good roll- 
ing two or three days ahead, choosing damp weather, or the cool of the 

~ day, setting the mower as high as possible, not cutting too close to the 
ground until the lawn is well established, about once a week in fayor- 
able growing weather is often enough, but not so often in dry weather. 
Use the lawn.sprinkler or hose freely and roll occasionally, especially 


in the early spring after the frost comes out of the ground and before it 
settles or becomes hard with spring rains. 

Remember, it is essential to dig the soil deep, prepare thoroughly, 
sow high grade seed liberally at the right time, and not less than four 
bushels per acre. 

Old Lawns are greatly benefitted if given a thorough raking as early 
in the spring as the weather will permit, and then some fresh grass seed 
sprinkled on, which will renew the thin places and spots that have been 
killed out by the weeds and other causes. The unsatisfactory condition 
of many of our lawns is often due neither to climate nor neglect, but to 
the mistake of sowing unsuitable grasses on imperiectly prepared soil. 

Time to Sow. Lawn seed can be sown at almost any time from early 
spring to late in the fall, but the best time is very early in the spring, or 
again in September and October, depending somewhat on the condition 
oi the season at time of sowing. 

For Grassing a Terrace. We can do no better than recommend the 
old and tried receipt, as follows: Take for each square rod a pound of- 
lawn grass seed, and mix it with about six cubic feet of good, dry gar— 
denloam. Place itin a tub and add liquid manure, diluted with about 
two-thirds water until the mixure has the consistency of mortar. Make 
the slop2 perfectly even and smooth, water it well, than apply the paste 
in a thin, even coat. 

Fertilizers of some good kind should be used every spring at the rate 
of 400 to GOO lbs. per acre.

The Dahlia is one of the showiest of all autumn flow- 
ers. Commencing to flower in July, they are a perfect 
blaze of bloom until stopped by frost. Especially fine 
for cut flowers. We know of nothing more showy for 
table decoration than a loosely arranged bouquet of 
long-stemmed Cactus or Single Dahlias. 


Culture.—While it is one of the easiest of all flowers 
to cultivate, it by no means follows that it needs no at- 
tention. In fact, no flower will give such a generous re- 
sponse to good cultivation. Deep and thorough stirring 
of the soil during the early growth of the plant is indis- 

: pensable; but later in the season frequent surface culti- 
_vation only should be given. Plant in an open, sunny situation, at least where the 
sun reaches them the greater portion of the day. It isa rank feeder, and should have 
well enriched soil and kept free from grass and weeds. Cultivation should cease when 
the blooms appear; simply water liberally in dry weather. Plant the bulbs 2 to 3 feet 
apart, according to size and habit of the plant, about four inches below the surface oi 
the ground, laying the bulb on its side. Varieties growing three feet or more in height 
should be tied to stakes to prevent falling over. Plant about the first of May in this 
latitude, or when the ground has become warm. 


Winter Protection.—As soon as the frost has killed the foliage, the roots should be 
carefully taken from the ground and the soil shaken from among them; they may be 
stored away in a cool place, not too dry, but secure from frost. 


Dahlias are divided into six general classes, and the following rules apply only in 
general: Cactus—The long, narrow petaled varieties, the petals generally pointed or 
twisted. Decorative—Broad, flat petals, formerly classed with Cactus. Fancy—Vari- 
egated. Pompone—The small, round ‘Dahlias; plants generally dwarf and bushy. 
Show—Large, well formed flowers, showing solid colors, but may have shaded tips. 

Abbreviations. — C—Cactus; D—Decorative; F—Fanecy; P—Pompone; S—Show. 
The letters following the names indicate to which class the variety belongs. -
